First ‘pick your own’ blueberry patch opened atFlinton 


For the first time ever in 
this area, a ‘“‘pick your 
own" blueberry patch has 
opened for business at RR 
1, Flinton under the super- 
vision of Henry and Pia 
Grayman.- 

After about seven years, 
the couple has developed a 
field of 7,500 four and 
five-year-old, high-yielding 
plants. They bought the 
plants as saplings through 
an Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture plan designed 
to give purchase subsidies 
to those interested in 
growing the slow-maturing 
plants in Ontario. 

Henry Grayman explains 
that the berries grown at the 
farm are smaller than the 
ones consumers purchase at 
the grocery store. They are 
about the same size as the 
ones growing in the wild, or 


perhaps, just a “‘touch 
larger’. 

“They are a bit meatier 
than the ones i i 


We call them ‘cultivated 


wild berries’, '' says Henry. 

The berries are a viable 
crop for growing in highly 
acidic soil, Henry says. 

In addition to the 7,500 
healthy short berry plants, 
there are 125 survivors of 
500 high blueberry bushes 
that Henry said were an 
unsuccessful experiment. 

‘‘We experimented with 
the high bush berries as 
well. They grow six feet 
high under ideal circum- 
stances, but they're only 
two feet here. 

The large plants ideally 
grow six feet high, and 
produce berries the same 
size as ones sold commer- 
cially. But in this case, the 
plants normally grown in 
mild areas in the U.S., were 


cither killed off by the harsh 
winters, or stunted to a 


height of two feet. 


Grayman said the small 


blueberries are planted as 
saplings and require at least 
four years to reach a size 
that will give a good yield.

The plants regrow every 
spring from root stock left in 
the ground. After a high- 
yield summer, the plants 
are ‘‘burned"’ to the ground 
to help maintain their 
productivity. 

The variety of short plant 
found on the Grayman farm 
were brought mainly from 
Nova Scotia, where they 
frequently live 50 years. 
"It's a long term project. 


It takes about 9 to 10 years 
before you're hitting the 
productivity that some 
plants in Nova Scotia are 
at,’’ says Grayman. 

Both Henry and Pia work 
the one-acre blueberry 
patch on a part-time basis. 
They say that the biggest 
job is keeping weeds away 
from the rows. They both 
agree that field work in 
spring is imperative. They 


spray first with herbicides 
to prevent weeds from 
germinating, and then cult- 
ivate. 

**There is no disease here 
at all and no _ insect 
problems, so there is no 
need of any chemical 
spraying on plants,’’. says 
Pia. 

The plantation also has an 
irrigation system set up in 
case of hot, dry summer. 


This year the couple have 
not had to use the system, 


‘but in a case like last 


summer, Henry says irriga- 
tion is very important. 

Henry says another 
advantage of the farm is 
that berries have just 
reached ripe maturity this 
week. He said the wild 
berries in the area are ‘‘just 
about finished'’, whereas 
See Berries page 2.

Prices paid to Canadian 
egg producers moved up 
four cents on each dozen of 
Grade A large eggs Mon- 
day, July 9, according to the 
Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency (CEMA).

changes in pullet and feed 
prices, with interest rate 
hikes and a levy adjustment 
‘minor influencing factors. 
Pullet prices were up 
almost two cents due to a 
decrease in the salvage 
value of spent hens and an 
increase in the price of 
young layers. Feed prices, 
which rose nearly a cent, 
generally increase during 


* summer months as the crop 
. year draws to a close. 


The Agency says a recent 
half cent addition on the 
provincial administration 
levy clevated July's egg 
price marginally. It was the 
first increase imposed to 
cover provincial administra- 
tion costs since the 1970's.

Good year for cabbage predicted 


Mark Godfrey, RR 1, 
Madoc, says he's pleased 
with how the cabbage crop 
is growing this year. How- 
ever, the crucial growing 
time, late September, Octo- 
ber and even November, 
will ultimately dictate the 
level of maturity the plants 
will reach. 


Mark says he started 

planting 22 acres of cabbage 
in mid-June and finished by 
July 14. He says this year 
the planting took a little 
longer than he'd hoped, 
because of the heavy 
rainfall. 
« ‘The type we're growing 
is the late cabbage, which 
matures in late September 
to October, even November. 
depending on the weather," 
says Mark. ‘‘Frost doesn't 
bother the cabbages, but 
the cool weather slows down 
the maturing process.” 

To start the plants off, 
Mark says they did not need 
an actual greenhouse; just a 
makeshift-type house using 
a age canopy. The seeds 

in early May 


certainly need a green- 
house," says Mark. : 
Mark says they put 


- - cabbage, 


pared to last, because they 
put other crops in fields and 
are letting others lie fallow. 
“But there is an increase 
in the amount of cabbage 
people have been growing 
in this area,’’ says Mark. 
One reason for the 
increase in cabbage produc- 
tion in the area, is the need 
for cabbage at Godfrey's 
Growers, a sauerkraut and 
salad production plant be- 
ing managed by Mark's 
brother Adam. Cabbage 
from Mark's farm and some 
from the farm of Stuart 
McEwen of Eldorado, will 
go to the plant for process- 


“For the plant, we have 
to buy a lot more cabbage 
than can be grown in this 
area.” 


Mark says he does not > 


know of anyone in the area 
who has grown cabbage as a 
crop in ‘‘the last few years’’ 
but ‘‘this area is as good as 
anywhere in Ontario.” 

He says that it would cost 
$4,000 to $5,000 in used 
equipment to Start growing 
“if you shop 

specialized 


equipmen 

a fork-lift to handle the 
boxes of cabbage, some 
type of row crop cultivator 
and a transplantor. 

‘It pays some people to 
grow it as a cash crop,” 
says Mark. 
use custom blended fertili- 
zer, 450 pounds per acre, to 
help the plants get a good 


, hoe. 


start. Then, later in the 
season, they will add it once 
or twice more. 

Regarding insects, Mark 
says that cabbage worms 
are the only real problem. 

‘Cabbage worms are the 
only real problem we have 
here and they are easily 
killed with bacteria spray- 
ing. We use Bacillus Thur 
ingensis {variety of bac- 
teria) that the worms eat, 
get infection and dic,” 
Mark explains. 

To battle the weeds, they 
first spray the field to kill 
seeds of weeds. Just how 
successful the weed spray is 
will determine how much 
the Godfreys will have to 
cultivate with tractor and 


Mark said Godreys start- 
ed growing cabbage ahout 
cight years ago. Adam grew 
cucumbers a number of 
years ago, but stopped 
when, Godfrey's Growers 
discontinued the pickle pro- 
duction, They have also 
grown wheat and hay. They 
have rented their land out in 
the past to corn farmers. 

Mark Godfrey has lived 
north of Madoc, down 
Hemitite Road, for the past 
seven years and brother 
Adam has been there 10. 
Mark says the farming 
operation grew in step with 
the processing plant that 
originally started out of 
Adam's garage. 

“As we started process- 
ing more, we started grow- 
ing more," Mark says. 

“There was beef cattle here 


until seven years ago.” 

In the future, Mark says 
they will continue to grow 
some cabbage, but will not 
increase their own produc 
tion, 

“LE think a lot more people 
around here can be growing 
vegetable-style crops...Peo- 
ple growing berries are 
expanding in the area,” 
Mark states. 

Mark says a_ recently 
developed — freezer-tunnel 
system at Godfrey's has 
added a new dimension to 
the company. He says they 
use it for flash-freezing 
vegetables. 

“lf we could get a supply 
of fresh vegetables from the 
people here to freeze, it 
would open a market «for 
them and us,"’ says Mark. 
“The freezing business is 
on its way up and canning is 
on the way out."" 

The reason, hesays, is 
because vegetables remain 
fresh when flash-frozen. 

The ¢arbon dioxide tunnel 
for freezing was installed at 
Godfrey's last summer and 
was used in the fall and 
winter to freeze cabbage 
leaves. The leaves were 
sent into one end of the 
tunnel and 15 to 20 minutes 
later came out the other end 
completély frozen. The fro-. 
zen cabbage leaves were: 
then sold to companies that 
make cabbage rolls on a 
large scale. Mark says these 
companies prefer the frozen 
leaves because there is no 
waste, and they are easier 
to cut to size.

Regarding clean-up at the 
giant INCO facility in 
Sudbury, it is important to

The new 
technology needed is called 
“Roast Reduction Smelt- 
ing’’ and recent studies 
project its installation costs 
at more than $400 million 
dollars. INCO’s presently 
weak financial position 
means that, one way or

The CFFO Executive 
Board also made a similar 
presentation to Liberal and 
New Democrat MPPs. The 
statement was a summary 
of the Federation's discus- 


sions over the winter 
months. 
“Improved stewardship 


attitudes are a necessity for 
the long-term sustainable 
development of our _food- 
land resources, CFFO Pre- 
sident Tom Oegema of 
Talborville told the Legislia- 
tors. 


‘‘We need public support . 


and commitment to accom- 
plish this. Family farmers 
will choose for the long- 
term benefits for foodland if 
they do not have to carry all 
the short-term burdens 
alone." 

The statement*points out 
that some farmers need 
public apsistance to have 
the economic freedom to 
pursue stewardship of the 
land 

CFFO supports the Soil 
Conservation and Environ- 
mental Protection Assis- 
tance Program but they note 
that most of the funds are 
going to manure structures 
rather than soil conserva- 
tion, 

“There exists an urgent 
need for a specific program 
to combat soil degrada- 
tion,’ the brief states. 

CFFO wants a clearly 


identified lead agency with 


a specific mandate to 
provide leadership to deve- 
lop stewardship practices. 

“We need someone to 
promote the congervation 
ethic,"’ Elbert van Donkers- 
goed, CFFO Research and 
Policy Director told the 
Legislators.

The Ministry is criticized 
for not objecting to the 
urbanization of a 4,000.acre 
tract of prime foodland in 
the City of Brampton. 

“For OMAF to be credi- 
ble as a spokesman for 
foodland, it must chalienge 
planning by population prof 
jections," CFFO  Vice- 
President Bill Jongejan of 
Goderich told the legisla- 
tors. 

The CFFO is appreciative 
of the. Ontario Waste 
Management Corporation's

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dures but is very concerned 
mith the overall evaluations 
that need to be made for the 
proposed liquid industrial 
waste facility. 

“Will agriculture be gi- 
ven the importance it 
deserves?"’ the brief asks. 

OWMC's facilities are 
fundamentally urban - in 
nature according to the 
brief. ‘‘Every effort should 
be made to locate the 
needed facilities in an area 
already designated urban.” 

The CFFO also asked for 
a tightening of the sever- 
ance policies in the Food- 
land Guidelines.

Secondly, overcrowding 
in the institutions and the 
rapid transfer of the prison 
population is a major source 

-of tension, The constant 
movement of inmates into 
new prisons and ‘‘double- 
bunking’’ leads to” unrest 
and frustrations and means 
that guards: and inmates 
never come to know each 
other. Every federal inmate 
is moved at least once a 
year, for example, and 
Collins Bay has a complete 
turnover every four months. 

Third, there are too many 
inquiries, task forces and 
reports reacting to crises in 
the system, but a lack of 
clear, long range and 
consistent goals as to what 
prisons should be doing. 
Since the 1950's there have 
been several shifts in goals

A ‘wari’ reading, which 
means a driver's blood- 
alcohol level is between 50 
and 99 milligrams ofglicohol 
per 100 millilitres of blood 
(50 - 99 MG%), is sufficient 
grounds for a police officer 
to issue a 12-hour suspen: 
sion. In the same 28-day 
period, 1,874 12-hour 
licence suspensions were 
ordered. The legal impair- 
ment level is 80 mg

At the ‘August 7 council 
meeting, Clerk Doug Parks 
explained that the Ontario 
Home Renewal Plan has run 


its course in Madoc.

All the original 
money has been given out in 
loans, and payments 
coming in will now be given 
back to the province. 


Clerk Parks explained 
that in the 1983 budget, the 
provincial government did 
not allocate more funds to 
municipalities for the On- 
tario Home Renewal Plan. 
The provision CMHC has 
made is that no RRAP loans 
will be given to people who 
live where an Ontario Home 
Renewal Plan is in effect. 
for that reason, council 
moved to discontinue On- 
tario Home Renewal Plan. 

Loans for RRAP will not 
come from the village, but 
through a CMHC office in 


Kingston. . 
**Madoc is on the list for 
Residential Rehabilitation 


‘Assistance and people can 
go to Canada Mortgage and 


Housing for applications in ~ 


Kingston."" said Clerk 
Parks. 
The RRAP, like the 


former provincial plan, is 
designed to assist people 
with the improvement and 
repair of substandard dwell- 
ings. CMHC said those 
eligible for assistance 
“meet property conditions 
and income criteria; are 
non-profit corporations and 
co-operatives; are Indian 


Band Councils; are home- 
owners and landlords who 
are proposing to complete 
renovations to make a unit 
more accessible to a dis- 
abled person." 

In the case of renovations 
to enable a disabled person 


access, there is no area 
restriction. 
Assistance to home- 


owners applying for RRAP 
would come in the form of a 
loan from CMHC, of which 
part will not have to be 
repaid. The maximum loan 
is $10,000 per dwelling, but 
will not be higher than the 
actual cost of repairs. 

‘Currently, borrowers 
with adjusted family in- 
comes of up to $13,000 are 
eligible for the maximum 
forgiveness of $5,000. As 
income increases, loan for- 
giveness decreases. Home- 
owners ‘‘earn’’ the forgive- 
able portion of their loan at 
the rate of $1,000 for each 
year they cotitinde” to own” ~ 
and occupy the dwelling. 
Loans to home owners with 
annual adjusted family in 
comes of $25,000 or more 
are repayable in full,” 
stated CMHC.

The finishing touches are 
now being put on a talc 
processing plant at the old 


Marmora Iron Works land ; 


that will increase Canada 
Talc Industries’ production 
from 15,000 tons per year to 
an estimated 100,000 tons 
per year. The plant being 
built by the Madoc mine 


cost $3.8 million and will 
employ approximately 20 


people. 
Canada Talc Industries - 
bought the 200 acres just 


cast of Marmora on High- 


The company will truck 
the ore from the Madoc 
mine, where it will be 
crushed into one-inch 
chunks. One side of the 
plant will run a, line of dark 
talc, and the other side will 
process light talc, The talc 


. also has to be dried. 


From crushing, the talc is 
put through roller mills, one 
on each line, where it is 
ground into a finer material. 
Cook says cach roller in the 


new plant has 24% times the 
capacity of the single roller 
now being used in the 
Madoc plant. From the 
roller, the tale or dolomite 
goes to a product collector, 
and a ‘‘cyclone’’ is used to 
separate the air from the 
material. Cook says in some 
stages, the talc is moved by 
an air vacuum system from 


’ one step to another. At the 


cyclone, the product flows 
out the bottom, and the air 


goes back to the mill, 

“From the cyclone, the 
product is taken by bucket 
elevator to 100-ton storage 
tanks,’’ says Cook. 

From each of the two-ton 
storage tanks within the 
plant, the material is again 
transported by bucket cle- 
vator to two classifiers, 
where they are classified 
into three main products: 
coarse ($25 mesh), 10

There's also a lot of fine 
print to digest regarding 
lopment rules, as well as 
amendments to the Plan- 
ning Act to institute the 
site-plan control system 
through which local govern- 
ments will assume the 
NEC's development appro- 
val function. So a lot of the 
story can't be written till the 
plan is put to the test. - 

More generally, in de- 
fending the apparent con- 
servation thrust of his 
recommendations, Sterling 
cleverly noted that conser- 
vation ‘‘keeps the options 
open’’ for the future. A 
double edged meaning that 
can cut both ways. 

Even now, the provincial 


cabinet may alter Sterling's 

recemmendations in its final 
decision, based on public 
comments allowed up to 
September l4th. Though 
the chances of this seem 
small, the Escarpment Plan 
- unlike Moses’ ten com- 
mandments - will not be 
carved in stone. Sterling 
headlined his presentation 
with the catch-phrase ‘‘a 
commitment renewed’’. As 
the Epping Common deci- 
sion in itself confirms, this 
commitment closes a long 
chapter of an epic drama on 
a high note. But a commit- 
ment renewed is not neces- 
sarily the same thing as a 
promise kept. It will always 
take concerned citizens like 
you and I to close that gap.

‘Northern glacier advancing 


One of Canada’s biggest 
‘galloping glaciers’ has 
been on the move again. 

Lowell Glacier in Kluane 
National Park, Yukon Terri- 
tory, has been advancing 
and retreating on and off for 
500 years. Recently it was 
reported to be “‘galloping™’ 
forward once more at rates 
of up to 40 feet per day. 

This latest surge in 
movement was first noticed 
in April of 1983, and was 
still going on this summer. 
Researchers from Parks 
Canada, the National 
Hydrology Research Insti- 
tute, and the Arctic Institute 
have been monitoring the 
glacier's movements. 

The advances of the 
glacier have sometimes 
dammed the Alsek River.

The last major surge of 
the Lowell Glacier occurred 
in 1968. During the decade 
before April, 1983, the 
glacier was thinning and 
retreating.

Researchers at Canada’s 


National Research Council — 


(NRC) have found that 
betacarotene--an important 
nutrient in carrots--keeps 
the fat in body-cell mem- 
branes from going rancid 
Some scientists think decay 
of this fat is a stage in the 
development of cancer 
Each cell in the human 
body is surrounded by a 
membrane, which is actual. 


ly a double layer of fat 


molecules. Like butter and 
margarine, the fat in the 
body's cell membranes can 
go rancid. To prevent 
rancidity in butter and 
margarine, man-made 
chemical “preservatives are 
added. * 

It has been known for 
some time that Vitamin E, 
found in vegetable oils, is a 
naturally occurring preser 
vative that prevents rancid 
ity in the human body. Now 
researchers Graham Burton 
and Keith Ingold, at the 
NCR's Division of Chem 
istry in Ottawa, have 


discovered that beta-caro- 
tene does the same thing. 

It is believed by some 
scientists that fat oxidation 
the process by which fats 
go rancid--may set the 
groundwork for cancer. 
Beta-carotene’s role as an 
antioxidant, or preserva- 
tive, may someday lead to 
the use of the nutrient as a 
cancer inhibitor. 

Scientists first began to 
make the connection bet- 
ween beta-carotene and 
cancer prevention when 
results from population 
studies in the mid-1970's 
showed that people who ate 
a lot pf yellow and dark 


*-gréen vegetables; and par- 


ticularly those who ate them 
raw, had a lower risk of 
certain cancers than people 
who ate: few of these 
vegetables. Since these 
vegetables are high in 
beta-carotene, it was sug: 
gested that beta-carotene 
may have some protective 
effect against cancer. 

To find out more about 
beta-carotene, Drs. Ingold 
and Burton tested the 
nutrient for its antioxidation 
properties. At an oxgen 
concentration similar to that 
of air, beta-carotene was 
found to promote oxidation. 


But when the two 
researchers reduced the 
level of oxygen to the 
concentration of oxygen in 
the human body {about 
1/50th the oxygen concen- 
tration in air), they found 
that the anti-oxidation activ- 
ity of beta-carotene comple- 
ments that of Vitamin E. 
Beta-carotence is effective at 
low oxygen concentrations 
and Vitamin E is effective 
where the oxygen ‘level is 
high, as in the lungs. 

Alghough scientists still 
do now know how beta-car- 
otene or Vitamin E block 
cancer, some researchers 
have suggested that uncon- 


“trolled oxidation may be 


responsible for converting a 
normal cell into a malignant 
cell with uncontrolled 
growth. During oxidation, 
the large fat molecules in 
the cell membranes are 
broken down and the net 
effect is the destruction of 
the membrane. 

Scientists speculate that 
if the membrane surround- 
ing the cell's genetic mater- 
ial--the DNA--is damaged, 
the DNA may be exposed to 
foreign and possibly damag- 
ing chemicals. These could 
alter the DNA, causing the 
cell to divide repeatedly the 


way cancer cells do. 

Antioxidants like beta- 
carotene and Vitamin E may 
inhibit the onset of cancer 
by preventing destructive 
oxidation processes from 
occurring. Once oxidation 
occurs, however, the anti- 
oxidants cannot reverse 
existing damage. 

Scientists do not yet know 


what might cause oxidation | 
‘ 


to get out of hand and no 
one has yet shown that 
uncontrolled oxidation 
causes cancer. However, if 
researchers do find 
evidence to support this 
theory. beta-carotene will 
probably ‘play ali important 
preventative role. 

In the meantime, Dr. 
Burton suggests that people 
“be aware of the possibility 
that this beta-carotene may 
be helpful. [f° you like 
vegetables, continue to eat 
them. If you don’t, try to eat 
some more, particularly 
carrots and greens.” , 

However, he cautions 
that while levels of Vitamin 
E in the body are relatively 
stable, the concentration of 
beta-carotene ‘in the blood 
increases. High levels of 
beta-carotene can be toxic 
and may give a slight 
orangy tinge to the skin ~

Citizens who attempt to 
protect themselves from the 


impact of corporate policy 


on their life and health are_ 


consistently forced to play 
against a stacked deck. 

That is one of the 
conclusions, proposed to the 
Law Reform Commission of 
Canada, by political scien- 
tist T.F. Schrecker in a 
-Study, Paper released Aug- 
‘ust 14 entitled Political 
Economy of Evironmental 

, Hazards. : 

Schrecker concludes that 
the deck is stacked because 
the political process govern- 
ing the enactment and 
enforcement of such laws is 
biased in favor of large 
corporations, both private 
and public, which create 
environmental hazards, and 
against individuals, public 
interest groups and in some 


respects against govern- 
ments. 
The study calls for a 


restructuring of the political 
process by which decisions 
are made about the content 
and enforcement of environ- 
mental hazard law and 
suggests specific measures 
which will help unstack the 
deck and give the potential 
polluter and the potential

“After all’. says Sch- 
recker, ‘“‘decisions about 
how much risk to people's 
health will be treated as 
acceptable by society are 
inescapably political deci- 
sions - decisions about who 
is to be allowed to do how 
much of what, to whom. 
Thesé are decisions about 
how the rights and rewards 
of technological activity are 
to be distributed." 

Some other legal ,»mea- 
sures proposed in the study 
are the creation Af new 
pollution offences’ and the 
entrenchment in statute of 
new kinds of penalties for 
corporate polluters. 

However, Schrecker 
argues that for there to be 
real long-term change, poli- 
tical decisions must be 
made on the basis of open 
debate witlf explicit acknow- 
ledgment of the kinds of 
decisions and value judg- 
ments that are being made.

And from a_ scieritific 
point of view, there is a 
critical discussion of the 
way in which scientific 
evidence is assessed and 
interpreted for purposes of 
public policy. 

Mr. Schrecker says that 
the bias favoring the actual 
or potential creators of 
hazards can be reduced or 
countered in part, by 
providing opportunities for 
members of the public to 
participate in all stages of 
making environmental pol- 
icy decisions, and by pro 
viding a right of access to all 
the information on which 
such decisions are based. 

‘Under the most bal- 
anced procedural regime 
imaginable,”’ according to 
Schrecker, “Industry will 
still control more extensive 
financial resources than 
other parties, and will 
maintain the bargaining 
advantage derived from its 
control over investment 
flows.”

This might be achieved 


by protecting litigants 
against the awarding of 
prohibitive defendants’ 


costs, or by paying the cost 
of unsuccessful environ- 
mental litigants in parti 
cularly important cases, as 
is sometimes done in the 
United States. 

Such an expansive pro 
gram of reform is necessary 
because of the reality that, 
since access to the present 
system of making environ 
mental policy depends on 
the discretion of the regula 
tory, agency and the re 
sources of thé prospective 
participants, ‘opportunities 
exist for indefinite delay, if 
not for flagrant perversion 
of the objectives of environ- 
mental hazard policy.”’

It was at the head of the 
rapids that I realized we 


should have borrowed a 
tougher canoe. The fast 
water was almost as wide as 
our canoe. Miraculously we 
hit none of the many rocks 
surrounding us in the 
churning waters. 

“T'll fish here while you 
collect your helgramites,’’ I 
said. 

Frank took off with the 
canoe while I fished the 
bottom of the rapids. For 
over two hours, nothing 
happened. The odd nibble 
and a few small pan fish was 
the best I could do. Frank, 
however, returned with a 
stringer full of bass. 

“I've got my limit,”’ he 
chuckled ‘These helgra- 
mites work just fine.” 

i looked into Frank's bait 
bucket, and a seething black 


mass greeted me. 

“Pick them up just 
behind the head. That way 
they can’t nip you,” he 
instructed. 

I picked one up perfectly. 
However, the one beside it 
bit me. I dropped the bait 
bucket upside down into the 
canoe. We both had bare- 
feet, but managed to 
retrieve everyone without 
incident. 

I finally got one attached 
to my hook and cast out 
below the rapids. Imme- 
diately I hooked into a nice 
bass. The fish had spit the 
helgramite about two feet 
up my line. When I 
unhooked the fish the 
helgramite quietly slithered 
down and bit me on the back 
of my hand. It drew blood. I 


dropped the fish into the 
river. Frank was laughing 
so hard he nearly fell out of 


"the canoe. 


I finally mastered the 
trick of baiting my hooks 
and on the next ten casts, | 
caught ten bass. 

“Best bait in the world,’ 
said Frank. 


We ended up with a 
dozen bass, all between one 
and two pounds. We had 
several great feasts that 
week as a result of this 
fishing trip. 

If the fishing is.slow in 
August, I can only recom- 
mend one sure fire bait. Use 
helgramites, and be very, 
very careful!

Tony Jenkinson of Toron- 
to, a volunteer with the St. 
John Ambulance Brigade, 
says that for many people it 
won't be an outing of just 
two or three hours. It could 
be 10 or 12 or 18 and you 
should go prepared. 


St. John Ambulance Bri- 
gade volunteers will be 
among the thousands of 
volunteers on hand 
wherever the Pope goes, to 
help look after the throngs 
who want to see him. In 
Ontario there will be about 
500 Brigade members in- 
volved in Toronto, Ottawa 
and Midland. 

They will be working 
under the direction of 
professional ambulance ser- 
vices, ready to provide first 
aid if you need it. 


"They're part of complex 
medical coverage that will 
include medical spotters 
perched above the crowd. 
There will be field hospitals 
and ambulances on the 
outskirts, and golf carts 
equipped with stretchers for 
use in the crowd. The Mass 
sites are divided into big 
squares that the organizers 
refer to as corrals. Brigade 
members will work in teams 
with the ambulance person-- 
nel in each corral, and will 
be along parade and travel 
routes in each area.

Reserves established 75 years ago

if you have read 
George Orwell's sobering 
scenario for life in 1984, you 
no doubt greeted the new 
year's dawn with just a little 
uneasiness. But this year, 
we have reason to take a 
moment to enjoy a back- 
ward glance at some historic 
achievements, before turn- 
ing again to face an 
unknown future. 

No doubt you have seen 
and heard a lot about 
Ontario's bicentennial, And 
we Toromo residents have 
our own sesquicentennial to 
sing about (or chatter about. 
the official mascot being a 
squirrel). But there is yet 
another anniversary cele- 
bration going on which, to 
my mind, deserves special 
mention, 

Seventy-five years ago, in 
1909, the governments of 
Ontario, the United States 
and Minnesota established 
the Quetico Forest Reserve, 
the Superior National Forest 
and the Minnesota Game 
Reserve respectively. Four 


years later, in 1913, Quetico 


became a provincial park. 
Since then, the Ontario, 


sportsmen

early 1970's. These tensions 
still linger on. As well, the 
aft and science of caring for 
a diverse and changing 
wilderness environment is 
not yet fully developed, as 
any park official can tell 
you. So there is every 
reason for individuals like 
you and Ito remain vigilant, 
erisuring that the foresight 
and dedication of people 75
